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COVID-19 cases in Coffee County jump to 750-

The COVID-19 pandem- 
ic continues to paint a bleak 
picture for Coffee County 
and Alabama, according to 
the latest report given by 
Coffee County EMA direc- 
tor James Brown to Coffee 
County Commissioners. 

During the Monday, Jan. 


11, meeting for the Coffee 
County Commission, 
Brown said the numbers 
related to COVID-19 in the 
county are just unbeliev- 
able. 

“T really take this person- 
ally,” Brown said. “I really 
feel like I have failed to 
convince people that this 
thing is real...that I have 


failed to convince people to 
wear masks, social distance, 
and wash their hands.” 

As of Monday morning, 
Brown said there had been 
757 new cases of COVID- 
19 diagnosed in Coffee 
County over the past 14 
days. He added that deaths 
for the county were up by 
five over the last week. 

Statistically, Brown said 
10 percent of new cases of 
COVID send the infected 
person to the hospital. 

“We have a 99-bed hospi- 
tal [in Coffee County] that 
is either full or near full,” 
Brown said. “Our hospital 
workers are over-tasked 
right now, and it us only 
going to get worse.” 

Across the state, Brown 
said ICU beds were 96 
percent full as of Monday 
morning. In some areas, he 
said it was worse than that 
with some hospitals in the

negative area for needed

“We need people to take 
this [COVID-19 pandemic] 
seriously,” Brown stressed. 
“One of the things we can 
do is the vaccine.” 

With the Alabama

75 and older, Brown said 
it has become obvious that

During the Elba City 
Council meeting Monday 
evening, Jan. 11, city code 
enforcement officer Bryson 
Dear provided an update to 

_ council members regard- 
ing the FEMA flood buyout 
project ongoing in Elba. 

Since starting the buyout 
process of homes for this 
project, Dear said the city 
had purchased a total of 
17 properties thus far. He 
said eight of those homes 
had been completely demol- 
ished with six done by city 
employees and two by con- 
tractor. 

“We currently have four 
more [homes] slated to be 
demolished by the con- 
tractor,” Dear said. “These 
are one with asbestos that 
require abatement.” 

Also, he said this includ- 
ed a larger home on Smith 
Avenue that he would prefer 
to give to the contractor to 
demolish rather than city 
crews due to the size of 
the property and the equip- 
ment needed to complete 
the project. 

Dear said of the 17 pur- 
chased that would leave five 
more homes to be demol- 
ished by city crews as the 

time allows. He said if tim- 


necessary.

contacted thus far in the 
overall FEMA project, Dear 
said there had been 12 for- 
mal withdrawals from the 
project, and there had been 
six no responses. 

He said the city recently 
sent out two purchase offers 
from the original group in 
the project. He said these 
were behind due to varying 
issues. Also, he said closing 
was completed last week on 


another home from original - 


group that had been behind 
due to tenant issues. 

Dear said the project 
has moved to the fourth 
group in the buyout, and he 
had 11 voluntary transac- 
tion agreements from that 


group. He said these agree-_ 


ments would allow the city 
to move forward with title 
searches, etc. 

“We should see quite a 
bit happening in next few 
weeks to move this project 
along,” Dear said to council 
members. 

Council member Jane 
Brunson asked Dear to 
make a guess on a time- 
frame of how long this 
timeframe could potentially

County engineer provides Rebuild 


Alabama Program’s annual report

During the Coffee County 
Commission meeting held 
Monday morning, Jan. 11, 
county engineer Marty 
Lentz provided the annu- 
al report for the county’s 
Rebuild Alabama Act 2020 
plan. 

Lentz said the county 
first adopted the Rebuild 
Alabama Plan for Fiscal 
Year 2020 on Aug. 19, 
2019. At that time, he said 
it was estimated the county 
would receive $832,000 in 
Rebuild Alabama funds. 

Lentz said the plan in 
Coffee County was to resur- 
face 11.87 miles of county 
roads. He said the estimat- 
ed total cost for that was 
$1,365,000. 

Lentz said commissioners 
agreed to commit $533,000 
of county funds to accom-

modate the $832,000 in 
Rebuild Alabama funds to 
complete the plan. 

The resurfacing proj- 
ects included in the 2020 
Rebuild Alabama Plan for 
Coffee County included 
County Road 723, 1.1 miles 
of roadway in the Heritage 
Heights Subdivision, 
County Road 200, and a 
portion of County Road 
110. 

Lentz said these proiets 
were completed in 2020 for 
a total cost of $1,290,460. 
Actual revenue received 
from the Rebuild Alabama 
Act was $834,883; there- 
fore, the county only had 
to use $457,577 of county 
funds to complete the plan. 

“We came in a little under 
budget on this plan,” Lentz

Governor Kay Ivey and 
the Alabama Department of 
Transportation on Tuesday 
Jan. 12, announced that 
more than $45 million in 
funding is being awarded to 
cities and counties for vari- 
ous road and bridge proj- 
ects. 

The funding is made 
available through the 
Alabama Transportation 
Rehabilitation and 
Improvement Program- 
Il (ATRIP-ID, a program 
created under the Rebuild 
Alabama Act. The Rebuild 
Alabama Act requires 
ATRIP-II to be an annu- 
al program setting aside a 
minimum of $30 million off 
the top of ALDOT’s share 
of new gas tax revenue for 
projects of local interest on 
the state highway system. 

“In Alabama, across 
our country and around 
the globe, we are all. still

working to get COVID-19 
behind us, but here at home, 
we have not forgotten other 
priorities. Even as we are 
overcoming new challenges 
with the virus, we remain 
ever committed to making 
needed improvements to our 
infrastructure,” Governor 
Ivey said. “I am proud that 
Rebuild Alabama continues 
making these investments 
possible in areas all across 
our state, Alabama contin- 
ues to show progress and 
tangible results for the peo- 
ple of our state.” 

There were 27 projects 
selected for funding for a 
total of $45.99 million. Of 
those awarded projects, 20 
were from cities and coun- 
ties putting forward local 
funds, for a total of approx- 
imately $15.7 million. 
However, matching funds 
were not a requirement to 
be eligible. 

Coffee County was 


among the project 
recipients for intersection 
improvements including 


re-aligning County Road 
239 and County Road 114 
to intersect with Alabama 
Highway 167 atright angles. 
The total cost for this project 
is said to be $1,793,585 with 
$1,614,226.50 in ATRIP 
funds and $179,358.50 in 
local funds. 

The projects were 
selected by the ATRIP-II 
Committee. It is anticipated 
that a number of projects 
will be under contract dur- 
ing the 2021 fiscal year, 
however all projects are 
required to move forward 
within two years of the 
awarding of funds.

ADPH asks the public 
not to call this appointment 
line to schedule a vaccine 
UNLESS they are in an 
eligible group — healthcare 
workers, people age 75 
and older, law enforcement 
officers or firefighters. The 
public cannot schedule vac- 
cine appointments by call- 
ing hospitals directly and 
are urged not to tie up hos- 
pital telephone lines.

ASPIRE (Achieving 
Systemwide Potential 
through Increased 
Resources and 
Engagement) 2030 was 
established by ACCS 
Chancellor Jimmy Baker 
to inspire deeper commu- 
nity engagement during the 
strategic planning process 
for capital improvement 
projects at Alabama com- 
munity colleges, The new 
initiative was announced 
after Alabama lawmakers 
approved a $1.2 billion 
public school bond. issue 
for capital improvement 
projects. ACCS allotted 
$120 million to be divided 
among the state’s commu- 
nity colleges. 

As part of the develop- 
ment of College’s plan that 
was officially submitted on 
Dec. 9, ESCC performed 
a self-analysis to identify 
potential capital improve- 
ment projects that would 
best affect the community.
